Gliiua Hakes Concesaions to Bnasla—

SiiAN(;iiAi, Aug. .3. — The Emporor has di- 
veated LI Hung Chang of tho yoUow jacket 
in consequence of his supposed remissuuea in 
prosecuting the war. ' 

Twenty thousand Ghtnese have oroeacd 
tho Yollow river and 8,000 have left Moydon 
for Seoul. Ships' officers havo been prom- 
ised double pay as a douoour. Deserters 
from Tientsin have been beheaded. 

An ofiioial telegram from lien Tsin says 
that in the battlee foDf;ht on July 27 and 28 
tho Japanese were repulsed with a loss of 
ovor 2,000 men. 

The steamer Wa Chan, which haa arrived 
liero, reports that the Cbineae fleet was at 
anchor at Wolhaiwel on the ove of July 

Pabis, Aug. 3.— The lokio oorretpoud- 
ont of the Debats says : " Tho King of 
Korea hoo entrusted to Father D.kinkein tho 
dircotiou of the government and execution 
of proposed reforms. M. Otcri, tho Japnu 
eae minister in Seoul, informed tho diplo 
matists thoro that ho intended to consult 
them on al! important reforms, and ihi.l 
those would be elfccced deopilo China's op 
position." 

WA.sinNi:TON, Aug. Secretary Greah 
am this evoning received tho following 
cablo : 

"Pkkin, Chinn, Aug. 'J — Tho Japanese 
miDiater has tuken hia leave and war has 
been declared. (Signed) Ukniiv, 

" Secretary of Lngation." 

This 18 the fitat intelligence rrcoived at 
tho State D,;paitmcuL from the U. S. ropre- 
acntativo in China. 

Mr. ('hirles 1) uby, jr., is in charge of tho 
U.S. location in China during the ubeenco of 
hia father, tho U.S. minister, who is now in 
thia country. Tho cubic atateinent 
that " war hes been declared " 
preaumed to mean that ,]upan 
has declared war on China, and 
that being tho caEo the Japanese minis- 
ter at once withdrew from the Chinese 
capital. Tho meiigrenesa of the dispatch ia 
diaappointing, throwing no light on tbo 
recent naval engagement between the two 
countries prior to the formal declaration of 
war. 

The Chineeo legation has been advised by 
cable of tho repulse of the Japanese by tho 
Chinese at Assan. The Japanese legation 
discredits the report, however. The 
officials eay that if such a thing occurred 
they would bo notified. A second message 
has been received from the Japanese aaanr- 
ing tho United States of protection to its 
Bubjects in Korea. 

It Is no known definitely whether or not 
tho Charleston will be ordered from local 
wabers to the scene of opotationa in the 
vicinity of Korea. 

Berlin-, Aug. 3.— It ia reported here that 
China haa made several oonoeasiona in the 
Pamirs to Ruaala in exchange for promisea 
of Kuaaian help or moral anpport in the 
present oonfllot. 

A Tientsin ditpatoh atatea the German 
gunboat Iltia reaoaed 150 Ohloeae from the 
tranaport Kow Shung. 

LoMDOK, Aug. 3 — A diapatoh to the 
Times from Shaoghai says that reports have 
been received there from foreign officials at 
Seoul that the Chineso under Oeneral Yees 
lust Sunday defeated the Japanese forco 
near Asan and tho Japanese withdrew to 
Seoul. 

Tho Daily News corrcspondeut in Berlin 
says that a German colonel commands tho 
Japuncae forces in Coroa. Mujor Freiherr 
\'on Cotpchreibor, formerly of tho Corean 
fjenoral atair, is organizing ine national gen- 
eral stair of Japan. 

Karl Kimberly has demanded a strict in- 
>iuiiy ,-r. Japan's part into the Kow Shung 
all'.kii and inaists that a liritihh consulate 
anil a court martini of thu Xaniwa's com- 
mander ba held. The German government 
ha.'j instructed Col. Von Hannock, who was 
aboard the ICow Shung, to give all tho infor- 
mation in hia poaaoaaion to tho liritish con- 
sulate in Seoul. 

The Chronicle Tokio correspondent says 
that the Japancaa fleet ia couceutratirg olF 
Ivanghwa at tho mouth of tho Seoul river 
and a great naval fi^ht is expeoLed. 

Sir Halliday McCartney, councillor of the 
t'hiueso legation, and tho now Chinese minis- 
tar culled at Oaborue house to-day, and the 
minister presented hia credentials. WliiU; 
at Osborne the Minister received a I'-jkin 
diapatoh which announced the degradation 
of Li Hnng Chang. 

The Central Newa aaya that the Japanoae 
legation ia BnppaB<>d to be preparing another 
atatement of the Kow Shung affair. At the 
cabinet meoting this afternoon the war in 
tho Kist was tho chief aubjool of diaouBsion. 
After tho meeting tho I'virl of Kimberley 
aent mesa.-»ge8 to many Britiah agents in tho 
KiaL. 

Tho Diily Newa saya tliat nothing that 
was loarnrd yesterday changed Essentially 
the impression left by tho Kdw Shung di- 
aaaler. 'Die writer aaya : "Tho Japanese 
pill, tiiu best faco on an ugly incident, hut 
do not improve tbo case greatly, inaamuch 
ao tho Nauiwa'a commander knew that Cap- 
tain (ialaworthy could not leave his ship 
after the torpcdooa bad been launched at 
her. The unsatisfactory points are that the 
English flig qucation haa not been ex- 
plained and that Captain Galsworthy does 
not corroborate himself. As further ex- 
planations are imperative why ahonld not 
advantage ba taken of thia to try even yet 
to clloot poac« !" 

Tho Daily Chronicle aaya: "We still 
suERond judgment. We think it far moro 
probable, however, that the Chinese fired on 
the Europeana than that the Japanese low- 
ered boata to hill tho Chlneae in the water." 

Tho Dally Tolegiaph eantenda that when 
theNaniwaGrcd on the Kow Shung thn lat- 
ter wsa bo longer liritish, in aa mnch as tho 
captain had b.'en foraili'y deposed. Tho 
writer condemns tho attacUa of the Koglish 
profiB upon Japan and aaya they aro based on 
imperfect and far from impartial reports. 
Ho appeals to the publis to wait, for as^ured 
rejHirts before loading a courage jus aud sen- 
aitivo peoplo with obloquies.

Btght Fishermen Lost DarlDAr a Terrl- 
'■ ' bly Severe Gale and Very 
Heavy Sea. 



TwoFleasnre Seekers Find a Watery 
. Grave "While They Are Out 
Boatlnar.^ ' 

New West.minstek, Aug. 3 —(Special)— 
Eight fishermen wore drowned last night 
while fishing out at the Sand heads. For 
an hour, betwoen 8 and 9 o'clook last even- 
ing, the wind blew a gale and a heavy sea 
waa running. During thia atotm it ia boliev 
ed the oaaualtiea occurred. There ia no 
pasitiva assurance that tho men were drown- 
ed, but as they did not return to their sta- 
tions to-day it is quite certain that some 
miehap befel them, and there Is little hope 
that any of them are alive. Of the missing 
men four wore whites and four Japs, Fiah- 
ernien working for tho Beaver cannery pick- 
ed up on tho Sand heads at duybreuk thia 
morning a capsized boat. When righted 
the slump of tho mast was found m the 
Bocliot having been broken oil' short. 
Kverythiug else had been washed nut of tho 
boat. 'The croiv undoubtedly wore drowned. 
Tho boat was towed by tho tinders and de- 
liverod to Mr. Todd at the Beaver cannery. 
The names of the mieaiog men could not be 
learned. 

The whole city is troubled over the 
drowning of John D. Bennett, a prominent 
jeweler, and Jamea M. Murray, nephew of 
James Smith, ono of the wealthieat men in 
the city. They left on Wednesday morn- 
ing for Boundory Bay, where they intended ' 
to camp for two weeks. Being fond of ad- 
vonl are they went in o sailing akitf 18 feoti 
long which waa loaded nearly to the water's 
edge with their camping outfit. Neither 
Bennett nor Murray knew anything aboutthe 
management of a Bailing boat but they were 
confident of getting through withoutmiahap. 
They reached Ladner's aafely at II o'clock, 
and from there were given a tow to the 
mouth of Canoe paaa by a fiaheriea launoh in - 
charge of Mr. MoNelah. The latter, who 
saw that the boat waa overloadAd, atrongly 
adviaed them not to attempt to aaii round 
Point Roberta, but to return to Ladner'a 
and oroaa to the bay by land. Tho young 
men, however, laughed at his feara and aet 
Ball in high spirits, since which time nothing 
has been seen or hoard of them. 

Tho distance from tbo mouth of Canoe 
pass to Boundary Bay is about i') 
miles by water, and proceeding at 
only a moderate speed they should have 
reached their destination by b o'clock in tho 
evening. During Wednesday afternoon 
thero was a stiff breeze and a heavy swell on 
the gulf, and it ia probable tho over-loaded 
boat shipped a aea and capsized. Parties 
have been searching along tho shore for 
thirty-six hourR, and thia afternoon a tug 
was out at the mouth looking for them, but 
no trace was found. Both young men were 
under 25. Bennet was a native of Fart 
Ferry, Ont, where hia widowed mother 
Uvea.

Japan Detei iniued to Contest the. Suzer- 
ainty of the Hii'iuit Kiug:(ioiu 
With China. 

The Leadiufi: Power lu the Orient— Her 
Motives Chivalrous aud 
Disinterested. 



(From tho Overland Chlim Mnil. Juno 21.) 
The Peuioeuliir Kingdom of Korea now 
eeemij once more to bo tho theatre of rather 
stirring events, «nd thero ia every likolihcod 
of a revival of ihe loag-atanding and ever- 
reourring stiuggle over the righta to exeroiae 
suzerainty over that oouatry. China has 
praotioally oasuinud thneo rifihts for uon- 
turies, but now the JapanoBe, we hoar, are 
deterniinod to contest tho position and to 
bring tho Horrnit Kingdom under tho vas- 
salage of Dii Nippon. Tho Japanese, it 
Vnnst be lemembered, huvo catabliebod a 
considerable trade with Korea, which gives 
thero a pretext for taking a hand in tho 
poIiticB of the oouDtry in which they fear to 
see Russia seonring a foodhold. In view of 
the present aspeet of afifdra, the zeal of tho 
British Admiral and fl^et in endeavoring to 
reaone the stranded ship Dminelt<in coar 
Nagasaici, will be well rewarded by their 
being within easy reach of the soene of the 
confllob now going on. 

The Japanese government has authorlzad 
the press to announce that, in view of tho 
growing diKjuiot in Korea, it has been de- 
cided to Bend troops to that country to 
afford protpution to the Japanese Lfgation, 
ooDsuliites, iinii rosidtnta. Writing on this 
ptihjeot, tho Nichi Niohi Shiiiilnin aaye :— 
■■ Tho govcininent liaving decided to dea- 
patcli troops to Korea, the hunk oi tho llan 
river will feol, in a few days, tho trump of 
our advaiicinR anna. Wo hear that Chi 
neeo troopa also aro about to enter tho 
peninsula kingdom. May our well di: 
ciplined army soon return home, bringing 
with it poaco and honour. Tho object of 
Bending troopa to Korea in primarily to pro- 
tect- our countrymen there, and no sinister 
motive ie entertained agalnat that country. 
Hence it goes without naying that, so soon 
as order shall have boeu rtatorod in tho 
peninsula, tho Japanese and Chinese troopa, 
in accordanco with the Tientsin convention, 
will sail homo aimultancously. We sincerely 
hope that tho step juat taken by tho 
Jopanceo and Chineao governments may 
stop at tho restoration of the ^/n/io ijuu ante 
Should anything happen, however, to im- 
peril tho indopendenco of Korea, it would bo 
incumbent upon Japan, in pursuance of hi r 
long standing policy, to defend the penin- 
sular kingdom against such a danger. In 
case of neci siity a oongresa of the powers 
interested might be convened to establish 
Korea's positinn as a nentral state, and 
thereby to prevent her being placed under 
the protection of any one power. Of the 
stotes interested in Korea, Japan and China 
alone have at present conventional agree- 
ments about that country. 

** We entertain the hope that the present 
affair may be satisfactorily ended by amic- 
able arrangement between the two empires, 
withont leading to oomplicationa with any 
third power. Snob being the object of 
sending troops to Korea, and such the poll 
ey Japan pursues toward that! oountry, our 
military and naval ofiBoers in command of 
the forces in the peninsnia are bound to 
make peace the prindpai object of their ac- 
tions. In case they are aslced to undertaice 
the subjugation of the rebels, they should 
be brave and prompt in the discharge of 
their dutiea. But in undertaking such a 
task they ought to remember that, except- 
ing the leaders, all the insurgents should be 
treated leniently ; that, apart from cases 
where prompt action is necessary, tho con- 
duct of affairs should bo left, as far as 
possible, to the discretion of the Korean 
government, and that they should endnavor 
to avoid collisions with tho troopa of any 
other foreign country taking part in putting 
down the insurrection. With respect to mat- 
ters euch as may seem to bo fraught with 
important and far reaching conseiiuences, 
the commanders of tho Japanese fcro;B 
should exercise all posaiblo care, so that, on 
tho one hand, Japan's disinterested and 
chivalrous motives may be appreciated by 
Korea and by all other countries, and on 
the other, her position aa tho leading power 
in the Orient may be maintained. In such 
a manner alone will it bo poasiblo to carry 
out consistently the policy decided upou by 
our government. Should any power attempt 
to execute an aggressive design, the Kimple 
course for Japan would bi to assist Korea 
and prevent the consummation of such an 
object. In this respect, Japan will not hesi- 
tate to fight with any po.vor. It is of cour.so 
impossible to lay down a hard and-fust lino 
of conduct in matters relating to foreign 
countries. We have ventured to ( tfdr the 
above suggestions in view of this empire's 
general policy, wHioh does not aim at ag- 
grand{>f>in(>nt in Korea. But it is far from 
onr inc. p'ino to hamper the actions of oll'u- 
in » ui- he e. " 

{Vrom tliu Ov^r)iind China JIail, June *7 ) 

The arrival here on the loth inst. of tho 
Haetiog enabled us (N.-C. Daily Newt-) to 
get some particulars of the rocent dispatch 
of Chinese troops to Korea. Three vessels, 
the Toonan, Haeting and Haean, were de- 
tailed for tho service, but their destination 
was kept a secret, for some of them cleared 
for Newchwang, to which port, however, 
they neirer went. The Haeting left Shang- 
hai on the 3rd instant! with orders to pro- 
ceed to ToDgku and embark troops for 
Klrin. However, when she got to Tongku 
•he was ordered to proceed to Shanhaikuar, 
and as she approached Tongku she mot the 
ICoonan going out. Tho Toonan took on 
board enuio 800 infantry and 80 horses, 
and thcae with the followers amounted to 
about 1,000. Tho Hanan took about 5(Kj 
and the Haeting about "00, hut some ."),0(X) 
men in all are reported to hnvi! been dis- 
patched. Tho deatinatioii <if the veaacls 
was a placo c.klled Aaan Anch, an anchorage 
in the Gulf of Prince Jerome, and at the 
limit of tho surveys that havn been madobv 
ftroignerp. It is aitua'ed In lat. .'!7 N. ard 
long. I'JC) IS K , and la about thirty miloa 
south of t'hemulpo. The Haeting luft 
Shanhaikuan on Sunday, and on rcnuhiuH 
her destination found tho Hacan, the Too- 
nan and a Chinese man of- war, aa convoy, ul 
anchor. The vessels could not proceed lui- 
ther than this, so the troopa had to bo land- 
ed in boats and were sent away In aanipaiis 
to Hungohow, a place aomo lifteen milea fur- 
ther up, the landing placo being aomo hun- 
dred miles from wlioro tho robela vvero said 
to bo in force, thoy having got possession of 
two provinces. The rebels were said to bo 
some .■iO,000 strong, ond a Chineso c Ulcer 
who had returned from the camp reported 
that there were a large number of Japanese 
soldiers where the rebels were, having ap- 
parently been sent to protect the Japanese 
merchants and other Japanese residents. 

The information at prestnt available ooc- 
cernioe the present state of all'.nrs in Korea, 
says the N. V. Daily Xewa of Juno ',!.•), 
iidioates the taking up of a very bold front 
01 the part of the Japaneae, whose forces tit 
the time of latest advices were separated 



from the Chinese troopa by a distance of 
only forty.five milts. On Wednesday, the 
13-h instant, tho Japanese soldiers wore 
landed at Chemulpo, whilst tho harbor and 
adjacent islands worn strongly fortified. 
The troopa numbered 1,0-tO infantry, in full 
marching orderi equipped with the Browser 
rifle, and supplied with 150 rounds of am- 
munition per man, Thoy were subject to 
tho atricteet discipline, aud appeared to be 
an eiooedingly serviceable body of men. 
They wore billeted upon the Japanese resi- 
dents in Chemulpo, and wore worned by 
their oUiuers to behave themselves, remem- 
ber thoir duty to their oountiy, and that 
thoy had to protect their nationals. This 
good advice was certainly acted upon, and 
so quietly did they conduct themselves, that 
departure at 4 o'clock one morning for Seoul 
was not discovered until some time after- 
wards. Ihe march to Sooul, a distance of 
27 miles, tried the men severely, as the 
weather was very, hot and not suited to tho 
heavy equipment of the soldiers. The 
march to Seoul was oonduoted as if opera- 
tions were being carried on in a hostile 
country, the roAd being commanded at vari- 
ous points by howitzers and Gatling guns. 
In Seoul the troops wore billeted upon the 
Japaneae residents, imd the marines who 
had preceded them returned to Chemulpo. 
The Chinese meanwhile were engaged about 
forty-five miles away dispersing tho rebels, 
whom thoy are said to have crushed. Every- 
thing was being managed with tho greatest 
secrecy, and, lo say the loast, the impres- 
sion prevalent in Seoul was that the Japan- 
ese troops having come to tho country, some 
very strong reasons would have to be ad- 
duced to get then- to withdraw. 



NOVA SCOTIA COAL DEAL. 

Senator Chandler Wants an Investigation 
Into Its History-He Speaks of a Foliti- 
cal Corruption Fraud. 

Washimiton, Aug. 2.— Senator Chandler 
(Rep., N.H.) occupied an hour and a half 
in a statement of reasons why tho Senate 
should adopt his resolution for an investi- 
gation into tho history of tho Dominion 
Coal Company of Nova Scotia in connection 
with the assurances that the tarifl duty 
of 75 cents a ton on coal would be removed 
by Congress. He quoted from tho prospec- 
tus of the company to show that this was 
tho principal Inducement to help out the 
sale of Its stock and honde, which consisted, 
ho said, of §15,000,000 common stock, 
§13,000,000 of which was water, 000,000 
of preferred 8tot:k and S;!,OUO,000 of 
bonds, one-half of which preferred 
stock and bonda was to bo re- 
tained in tho treasury of tho company 
for corruption purposes. Ho gave tho names 
of Mr. Whitney, of Hoaton ; Frank Jones, 
of New Haven, ond John E. Russell, of 
MassachuBoetB, as oSioers and representa- 
tives of the company. He spoke of the 
last named gentleman aa ono who 
bad been consulted as to the 
famous Wilson iotcer, and who had been 
loud in bis declarations aoont the hotels, 
and in the railroad ears that the president 
would insist on free ooaI> He thought that 
such a statement of facts not only justifies 
but required the proposition for an investiga- 
tion, 'fbere were a few bitarmptions of Mr. 
Chandler's speech, but there was not 
reply made to it, and Mr. Hill, 
Democrat, New York, moved to lay 
the resolution on the table. The 
motion was rejected — yeas 18, noys 30. The 
resolution then went to the calendar, and 
can only bo brought before the Senate again 
on a motion and by a majority vote.

oooarred in a Chriatian country, or oven in a 
country whore Christian miBalunaries had 
over ponetrutod, for, from first to last, no 
pressuro appears to have been brought upon 
the disputaats by tho ministers of the Grose. 
This ia perhaps due to the recoil from tho 
old doctrine of the union of Church and 
State; but, if so, the reooil has practically 
paralyaed the Cburoh, .while the State be- 
retii of its oonaoienbe ia praotioally heathen." 

This is severe, but is it true ? 
One is at tlinos apt to boliovo 
that it is. But there are indica- 
tions that Jthere . ia a .cemaant 
in the United States of oonBoieDtiona men 
and women- who are slow in making their 
influence felt in pnblio matters. They aro 
the people who keep dooioty in tho United 
States from going to wreck and ruin, and 
thoy are the people who must exert them- 
Bolvea courageously and strentiotMly to save 
the Republic from the evils that tbreatab it. 

There ia a gleam of hope in Mr. Stead's 
article, pesaimiatic as it is. He tells ns tb.^t 
forty or fifty years uro unionitini waa in 
Knglaud aa forooioua and aa nieroileua aa it 
lino shown itself to be in tlie United Statea 
l!ut the dreadful practices ho dosoriboa aro 
no longer tolerated in England by the advo- 
cates of labor. What ia to prevent there 
being a similar reformation in tho United 
States ? The leaders of lobor in tho Ropub 
lie itiay yet aoo the futility aa well aa tho 
wiokedneta of violence, and thoy may find 
that the aondition of the working classes 
can be ameliorated by means that are both 
reasonable and Chriatianlike.

AN BNOLISHMAN'S OONOLUSIONS. 

When Mr. W. T. Stead, editor of the 
Review of Reviews, was in the United 
States a few months ago there were strikes 
in several states. Tho striliers were chiefly 
miners. The gifted Englishman was not so 
much struck with the extent of the strike 
as with the lawleeaness and the ferocity dis- 
p' lyed by the strikers, and the systematic 
■w iy in which they carried on their opera 
ti',n5. The disturbance appeared to him 
iiorc like civil war than a tempor- 
ary distutbanco in a well-governed 
ooaotry. When comparing the labor 
troubles of England with those of the United 
Sta'es ho says, in an article on " Incidents 
of Libor War in Amerioi," in the July 
number of tho Contemporary Review : 

In induatrial matters our American kins- 
folk aro where we were forty or fifty years 
ago when rattening was tho first word of an 
outlawed unionism and murrler tho ulti- 
mato argument ugninat the blackleg. What 
SheUield was In tho palmy diys 
of Kroaiihead and Grookes, before 
the Rjyal ommiaiion was appointed 
which revealed tho stcrots of a unionism 
resting upon the foundation of asaaaaination 
— preached as a virtue and praotiaed as a 
necessity — so Pittsburg ia to-day, and when 
we say I'ittsburg wo say Chicago, Denver or 
any other great industrial centre. Hence 
when an Englishman returns from tho 
United States to the worst strike regions in 
the United Kingdom he is conscious of an 
immediate and unmistakable chancre for the 
better. Our ditilculties are bad enough, but 
they are aa moonlight to sunlight, as water 
to wine, compared with the industrial feuds 
which rage on the other side of the Atlantic. 

The inoidenta of the labor war in Amerioa, 
which Mr. Stead relates, prove very clearly 
that the comparison which he has drawn ia 
quite just. Such atrocities as were com- 
mitted in tho States and such ayatenialic in- 
timidation iiH was practised are not ao much 
aa heard of in Groat Britain. The atrikera 
had no regard for law, no respect for 
authority, and they did not seem to fear 
that there waa tho alightoat danger that 
they would be punished for any crime they 
might comn.it. Tho intimidating army 
marched from ono mine to another, 
brushed aaido the oUioera of tho law 
and compelled the mea who were working 
and those who were willing to work to obey 
their ordora. They carried Winchesters 
and revolvers ; thoy had stores of dynamite 
and threatened to uae it freely. At one 
place — llainoy minos— 10,000 strikers were 
oDctmpod for purposes of intimidation. 
Of 180,000 minera 178,000 came out on 
atrike voluntarily or otherwiae, and the nar- 
ration of tho outrages committed by the 
men, places and dates being given, takes up 
pages of tho Review. Tho accounts aro oil 
token from tho American nowapapora, and 
are familiar to moat Canadian nowspapor 
readers. 

" It is a melancholy and alarming record," 
Mr. Stead aays . "I'ho more bruto violence 
wliich is overywhero rampant ia bud enough, 
but that ia by no nieanii the worst part of 
tho story. What ia far more appalling is 
tho utter paralysis of public and moral au- 
thority. Arliiiration neither side appeara 
to havo thought of. The public conlontod 
itself with keeping l-he ring, watching with 
pitiless curiosity the combatants worrying 
themaelves to piocos liko wild boasts in llio 
arena of tho Coloas-ium. So far aa can bo 
seen from the American papers tho Chriatian 
Church made no effort to composo this fatal 
strife. No ono who rtad tho record of the 
airiket would imagine that tbeae incidents 



A REFORMED AGITATOR. 

Bitter experience haa proved to Mr. Debs 
that tho way to better the condition of tho 
workingman is not by strikea. Tho oxperi- 
euco ought to be valuable for a very high 
price haa been paid for it, not by Mr- Doha 
and his liko, unfortunotely, but by liundrcda 
of thonaonds who have been the viotima of 
hia rashness and his nnwiadoni. 

He now beliovca that the woy to ameliora- 
tion and elevation is through tho polling 
booth. Ho will look to Legislature a to redress 
the grievances of the workingman. This is 
a very great improvement on tho way ho has 
professed to haveabandoned. Orievanoesthat 
are tobe redressed by the Legialatnrea are dla- 
ousaed more or leas coolly and reasonably by 
the people, by tho proas and by tho legisla- 
tors in Parliament assembled. The chances 
of arriving at reasonablo conclusions and 
just decialcna are far more nutoeroua when 
all parties cuid all intereata are allowed the 
opportunity of preaenting their oases and 
aaying their aay, than when communities are 
taken by surprise and are required to con- 
sider the demands of labor while a strike 
with all its distracting and alarming accom- 
pinimenta is in full blast. Ueba 
aa a politioian may not be a 
very brilliant auoceaa, but he will not bo 
80 dangerona to the pnblio peace and to the 
welfare of aooiety as when he was a labor 
chief exorcising what appeared to be absolute 
and irresponsible authority. 

Violent and impracticable politicians, 
after puraning aa erratic opnrae for a while 
and making a' little noiae in the world, 
either pass again into obscurity or dwindle 
down to crochetty cranks who aro barely 
tolerated by their contemporaries. A de- 
liberative body, lot it bo ever ao humble, is 
a capital place in which to take the conceit 
out of a aelf-satiafied nobody or to 
pull the visionary who declaims 
pretentiously from tho clouds down to tho 
region of common sense and practical eflort. 
If there ia any good in Debs ho will as a 
member of a State Legislature bo sub jected to 
a wholesome diacipliue and he may turn out a 
uaeful publto man. If-heia nothing but a 
wind-bag he will very soon oollapae and be 
hoard no more of. And ao of other labor 
advocates. Those of them who are really 
able men will become valuable servants of 
tho people, and thoae who by chock and tho 
arta of the demagogue have been elevated to 
plaoea whoae dutiea they are unfit to per- 
form, will fall to their proper level. We 
trust, therefore, that Debs will carry out his 
determination, and that tho other labor 
loaders on tho continent will follow his ex- 
ample. Thoy will all, wo are confident, in 
time find that the peaceable and the con- 
stitutional way of agitating for reforms ia by 
far the most effeotive. 



they kept on sending troops into 
the country so that the Russians concluded 
that they had bettor leave, which they did, 
and they have never since roturood. It may 
be in pnraaanoe of a polioy suoh as this that 
the Goveriiimentof China a'ent troopa to Korea 
and were making preparations to send a 
great many more. When a largo army, 
vastly superior in numbers to tho Japanoao 
force, had landed in Korea, it(is quite pos. 
aible that tho Japanese might find it oon- 
yenient. to leave the ooantry without strik- 
ing a blow. But the Japanese preferred not 
to wait until tho Chinese had land- 
ed enough troops to overwhelm 
tlieir army. They attacked the Ohiuoae 
troopahipa, and if the news that has 
reached ns is reliable, thoy have pretty 
effeotually put a atop to the landing of 
Chinese troops in Korea for some time to 
come. 

It appears tliut tho British reaidonta in 
China know as littlo about tho pointa of the 
diapute between the two oountriea uu do the 
membera ot the British Colony in Japan. 
Tho China Mail of tho 21at and 27th of 
Juno ia to hand. Thcuo papers contain 
aocounta of the diaturbunces in Korea and of 
the lauding of Japanese troopa in the 
peninaula for the purpose, as stated 
by a Japansse journal, of proteoting tho 
Japanese in the country. Thia paper speaka 
of " Japan's diaintoreated and ohivalroua 
motivcp," but as to what those motives are 
it is inipoBfiiblo to dieccrn from anything to 
bo so'jn iu tlio article. The truth seems to 
bo that Japan has cast an envious eye upon 
Korea and that its Government helievea that 
the time is now propitious for it to gain a 
foothold in the country. It appeara to bo 
the old atory of Naboth's vineyard on a largo 
aoale.

"ALL ABOUT THE WAR." 

To tho inquiry now so general. What ia 
the war between China and Japan about? 
it ifl very dllficult as yol to ijive an anower 
that ia at all oatiafiiotory. Wo (ice that 
English residents in Japan were not able a 
week or two beforo the war broke out to 
discover that either the inhabitants of 
Korea or tho Government of China hud 
done anything at which tho Japeneso could 
reasonably take olFonoo. Tho facts wore 
that there had been u rebellion in Korea 
and that believing or pretending 
believe that tho Japanese residing 
in the country were in danger, tho Govern- 
ment of Japan sent a large body of troopa to 
the peninsula. Tho Government of Korea 
assured tho Kmperor of Japan that tho 
Japancao wore In no danger, and requested 
him to withdraw hia troops. This he de- 
clined to do. It is natural to suppose that 
the King of Korea would resent thia refuaal 
and would endeavor to convince the Japanese 
that it was in their interest to permit him 
to govern hio subjects without their inter- 
ference. But tho Jap.inoae Emperor was 
deaf to all hints and auggeationa. Aa Korea 
ia a lilod of dependeooy of China, the 
Government of that ooantry talcea a. lively 
interest ia its welfare. It had aaabted the 
King to put down the rebellion and it no 
doubt did not regard his unwelcome Japan- 
oao viailors with u friendly eyo. Hut wo do 
not find that the Chinese took any active 
moiisures to haateu the departure of tho 
Japmose from Korea. It if Just possible 
that they intended to pursue a policy which 
thoy had found successful against the Rua- 
siana when thoy oooupled territory claimed 
by tho Chineao Government. Thoy did not 
declare war againat Bueaia but

New Yoik declined '2.1. per 
coot , Philadelphia 10 per cent., Boston, 
Chicago and San Fianoieco, X-per cent, each 
and Biltimoro less than 1 per cant., .Sc. 
Louis und Pittsburg alone, among tho more 
important cities, showing gains over that 
nil nth last year. The relsbively bet- 
ter showing, of' the clearing totals 
tor July contrasted with tho ag. 
gregate for seven monthe o( the year, is 
found in the faot that whereas the former 
presents 29 cities, in which totals are larger 
than in July last year, only eight such in- 
stances occurred in tho exhibit of aggre- 
gates for seven mouths. The improvement 
announced in general trade at San Francisao 
is in part based on the interest manifested 
in tho war iu Aeia ; provision dealers par- 
ticularly anticipating largely increased 
trade.

NOT A TOOL OP TRADE. 

VindlcaUon <>t Sells' Elephant " Jeas'* From 
the Olaim of BeinK a Here Uachlne. 

(From tho So.ittlo ToloRraph.) 
The circus which unloailod on tho YcBler 
docU Wodneeday from tho ateanier City of 
Soattlo after a tour of British Uolunibia 
towns had with it a few ncimalu, and 
among them was an elephant which since 
ita infancy has enjoyed the name of Jess. 
Jess' owners never thought that when they 
took her to a foroign country and then re- 
turned with her that they would have to 
pay a duty of SlOO, or 20 per onnt. of tho 
animal's viluo. Nevertholoaa Deputy Col- 
lector of Customs MoUonald had to bo paid 
that duty before Jess was pormittod to land 
ii the United States. This has made Jisa' 
owners very angry. They have paid tho 
$100, but only under protest, and tfey 
allege that they will appeal to tho geneial 
appraisers in tho hope of gettint; their money 
hack. 

alter the show left Seattle it vcent to 
Whutoom aboard tho City of Seattle, and 
thhnoe to Victoria, Vancouver and New 
Westminster. Last Wednesday the combina- 
tion arrived in Seattle on tho steamer intotd- 
Jng to Ro to Chehalis and give an exhibition. 
Deputy Collector of Customs McDonald hud 
his men on hand when tho steamer arrived 
to look lifter iho governniont'a intoroata. 
Baron Renfrew, tho old shoiv man, who was 
in oharf^e of tho circus, paid the custom 
houae a vieit in order to mako the necos- 
eary arrangeaionta to have his cargo landed. 
Ho was Burpriaed when told that he would 
have to pay a §100 duty on elephant J.ai 
unleaa ho oould swear that she was born in 
the United States. Judge MoDjnald stati d 
that) the tariff laws provided for 
Buoh a duty whore animals were brouijht- 
into tho United States from a Inrcn;'! 
oiuntry. Baron Renfrew was at tiia; i i- 
dined to refuse to pay the duty, but wai lu 
formed that Jess couldn't land unleaa ii wan 
forthoomiDg. The Bikrou stormed for awhil(!, 
theo bit hie Hps a fetv times, and ended by 
oonsentiog to pay the duty nndor protest. 

" Bot let me tell you," said the angry 
Baton, "I have made repeated tripe to 
-foreign oountriea with our animals and on 
returning to the United States never paid 
any duty. I will appeal to the highest 
authority of iho givorument." 

Judge McDonald again informed the 
Biion that if he could swear that Jess waa 
born in the United States, he wouldn'o havo 
to pay the duty. The baron refused to put 
his name to an aflidavlt because he prob- 
ably well knew that Jess had first seen the 
light of day in the jungles of India. 

Then the question arose as to Jess' value. 
The baron swore oho was worth but SuOO. 
The customs etiioers thought tho baron was 
Bcquulnted with "elephant prices " and fig- 
ured that on tho $500 basis tho baron would 
have to pay $100 or 20 per cent. This he 
reluctantly did, and Jess was allowed to 
Ci-me on torra tirma. 

A similar oaso came before tho United 
Slates general appraisers in January last, 
The Sella Bro=. returned to the United 
States from Australia, wiiore they had been 
fihibiting their circus for some months. 
They had a number of animals aboard and 
the collector at San Francisco compelled tho 
payment of a duty. The money was paid 
under protest, and an appeal taken to the 
csneral appraisers, who suati^ined the col- 
leotor. 

General Appraiser Wilkinson, who wrote 
the opinion, said In part: "The goods, 
horses, elephants, etc , esc, are claimed to 
be exemp*! from duty, under a provision, as 
tools of trade. The appellants lay stress 
upon the fact that in synopsis 8,818 (May 4, 
1888) the department held that certain ele- 
phants were tools of trade. But in synopsis 
9,633. the year folloiring, the department 
decided that circus elephants were not en- 
titled to classification as toole of trade. 

" Wo are of the opinion that tho terms of 
the paragraph apply only to inanimate 
things, and that while a hand organ may be 
a tool of trade, a performing monkey ia not. 
We find that tho animals in question aro not 
tools of trade, and overrule the protest."

2. The land formerly called or known as tho 
liona Hay Comotery land together with the 
additional landa adjacent thureto which have 
been acquired by tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria for comoln.-y purposes as hureinbeforo 
recited, sliall lioreaflor and for tho purposes of 
this By-law, bo called or known as " The Itoas 
Bay Cemetery." 

3. The words "Cemetery," "Committee,"

administrators, of any lot or lots which may bo

the said fees, Bucb person or peraons shall bo 
entitled to receive a liooneo in tho form " A " 
attached to this by-law. 

5. The licenae referred to in tho last preced- 
ing section shall be subject to the following

tery. 

(E.) If any trees or shiubs shall by meana of 
their roots, branches or othorwiso, become de- 
trimental to tho adtaooQt lots or roads, or un- 
sightly, or Inconvealent to passengers, it shall 
bo the duty of the Caretaker and he shall have 
tiio right under dirootlona frcm tho Cemetery 
Comndttoo to remove such trees as are thus 
detrimental, unsightly, or Inconvenlont. 

IK.) If any monument, encloauro or any 
structure whatever, or any intcrlption bo 
placed in or upon any lot, which eliall bo deter- 
mined by the Cemetery Committee improper 
or lojuriona to the appearance of the surround- 
ing lots, the said Committee, or the Caretaker, 
acthig under their Instruotions, shall have the 
right and it shall be his dqty, if instructed by 
tho Committee, to enter upon such lot and re- 
move iheeald ofTensiveor improper object or 
ohjecia.

C It tho holder of any lot or lota in any por- 
tion of the Cemetery other than In tho blocks 
known as Blacks A B D and H, shall, at any 
time have no use for and be desirous of dis- 
posiog of or transfetrlog some to another, ho or 
the shall flrst obtain tlie consent In writing of 
the Comotery Committee and furnish tho Sec- 
rotary with full particulars as to tho name, ad-

persons intoreated therein, ahall bo noiiil'-d by 
the Secretary of their condition, and bo ur- 
gently requested to put them in repair, 

70. in case the holder of any lot or lots shall, 
after notice by thoSecretary requesting him to 
doao, refuse or neglect to keep Ida lot and any 
atone or monument erected thereon in proper 
condition, or in good repair, to tho satisfaction 
of tho Caretaker or Cemetery Committee, said 
Committeo may cauao auch lot to beputinio 
proper condition, and auch atono or monument 
to bo reiialrcd as may bo satisfactory to tho 
Caretaker, and may do so whon and aa 
often as tho said grounds shall require to bo 
put In proper condition, or said stone or 
monument to bo repaired, and tho holder ahall 
bo liable to pay the cost of snoh work forth- 
wiih ; and, In rase of nonpayment of the same, 
tho Secrotary may from tlmo to timo charge up 
against such lot all such sums which shall have 
been so expended, and may, under the provi- 
sions of this by law, prevent any interments In 
such lot until such charge shall have been 
paid. 

77. The notlco referred to in the last preced- 
ing section may be given personally to tho 
holder of snoh lot or lota, or at the option of 
the Secrotary may be mail«id to the last known 
post office address of such lot holder or his 
legal rcprosontatlve, and proof of such notlco 
having been mailed aa aforesaid shall bo taken 
to be sufliciont proof of such notlco having 
been given. 

DUTIES OK SECRETARY. 

78. Tho Secretory ia hereby authorized on bo- 
half of the said Corporation to grant in the 
form " A" attached to thia by-law. the licenso 
mentioned in Section 4 herein, in respect to any 
lot or lots in tho Cemetery (excepting those 
contained in Blocks A, B. C, O and H) accord' 
ing to the scale of charges and subject to the 
provisions of this by-law. 

79. He shall issue all permits for interment 
and orders for exhumation to tho Caretaker, 
as required by Sections SI and 45 hereof, 

81). Upon tho isauance of any licenae. or tho 
granting of any tranafer, in respect to any lot 
or lots, or upon recoiving any notice referred 
to in Section 8 heroin, of tho disposal or trans- 
fer of any lot or lota, or upon tho Isauance of 
any permit for any interment or order for any 
exhumation, the Secretary ahall immcdialcly 
notify tho Caretaker by telephone or otherwise 
of the same, giving number and location of the 
lot or lota, as the case may be. aflccleil. and 
any other information that niay be rti|uiaitc. 

81. Ho ahall. under direction from '.be Ceme- 
tery [Committee, laaue ordera lo pcrfoini any 
work of Irnprovcnient, or curing for any lot or 
lots, menlloiied hi Hcclion U of thia by-law, 
upon receipt of the amountof cliaigoa therefor. 

82. He shall keep such rccorda as may bo re- 
quired for properly entering tho paniculara re- 
specting the license or diapoaal or iraneforof 
any lot or lots, the interment of any body, or 
respecting tho work of Improvement of any lot 
provided for by this by-law and executed by 
the Corporation. 

8,3. He shall pay over all moneys received by 
him as rates or fees, at least once a n.onth to 
tho City Treasurer. 

84, He shall prepare an annual report of all 
interments in the Cemetery in each year. 

Kl'KCIAL WORK OP REI>AIR8, IMPBOVKMENTS 
OK DRAINAOB, 

85. Whonovor tho Corporal ion of tho City of 
Victoria shall doom il advlHuble to uiulcrt aki- or 
oxeculo any apodal work of reiiair.n, improvc- 
mont or drainage of tho Comotery or any por- 
tion thereof, tho Municipal Council of the aald 
Corporation may undor tho provlulons of iho 
Ccmetory Ordinance Amendment Act, 187'.', 
Section 11, assess, lovyanil collect tho amountH, 
any rellBious body or denomination holding, or 
having jurisdiction over any^jblock of land In 
tho Cemetery doacrlbed In tho plana In the 
office Of the Sooretary, shall pay as Its fair 
share of tho cost of such work, in the following 
manner, that is to say : 

(A.) The amount of the coat of auch work 
shall bo assessed ngaiiial the land coiupriaul in 
tho arra Immodlatoly boiiclUed thereby.

The aald Hum h1,hII boduo and payable by 
such rollHioua body or denomination to the: ('or- 
poralioa aa soon aa the (,'oiincil Hhall pa-a a 
reaolulinn authorizing auch acccial work to bo 
done, and a notice of tho samo, has boon aorvcd 



upon such body or denomination. Its legal rep- 
resontativQ or duly authorised agent residlnR 
In the City of Victoria, stating the estimated 

cost of tho work and tho amount of assessment 

such body or denomination is rt(]uircd to pay. 

(D ) In oaaoof :non-payrnont of tho auid sum 
wi'hin thirty days after the aervice of auch no 
tice, the Council may complete tho ta'd work 
and may recover the aald sum together with 
costs la any Court of competent jurlsdloUon. 

OENERAL KULBS AND KEauLATIONa, 

86. It ahall bo unlawful for any pe'son to kin- 
dle a fire, or deposit any papor, stick or thing: 
upon or about any road or lot In the Cemetery, 
under penalty provided by this By-Law. Pro- 
vided, however, that this rule shaU not apply 
to any work of Improvement allowed, or to the 
funeral rites of Chinese for which pormission 
has first been obtained from the Secretary, 
who shall Issue a permit in such case, and 
charge therefor, a fee of one dollar In each case.. 

87. No person ahnll wrongfully remove or dis- 
turb, or attempt to removeordlsturb anybody., 
or tho remains ot any body, or any part of any. 
body from any grave or tomb. 

88. Any peraon who wilfully deatroyn, nuitl- 
latea, dofaci.a. Injures or roinovea any tomb, 
monument, grave atono, or other structure 
placed in tho Cemetery, orany work forthe pro- 
tection or ornament of tho Cemetery, or of any 
torn b, m on u men t, grave stone or otherstructnre 
aforoHiiid or lot within the Cemetery, or wil- 
fully deatioys, cuts, breaks or injures any tree, 
shrub or plant, or playa at any game or sport, . 
or discharges flrmrms (save at a miUtary 
funeral), or who wllfoUy and unlawfully dis- 
turb? petsons assembled for the purpose of 
burying a body therein, or who commits a 
nuisance, oratany time behaves in an indecent 
and unseemly manner, or depoaita any rubbish 
or olfonsive matter or thing iu 1 ho csm-.-tery, or 
in any way violates any grave, tomb, tomb- 
Btono, vault or other structure within the 
same, shall be subject to the penalties of this 
By-law. 

89. Any person convicted of a broach of any 
of tho provisions of this By law shall forfeit 
and pay, at the discretion of tho convicting 
magistrate, a penalty not exeoedlng the auni of 
fifty dollars for each offence, exch aive of 
coatJ, and in default of payment of Use said 
penalty and costs forthwith, the said penalty 
and coats, or costs only, may ho levied by dis- 
tress and sale of tho goods and chattels of the 
oll'cndor, and in case of thoro being no distress 
found out of which such vionalty con bo levied, 
tho convicting magialrnto may commit tho 
ofronder to the common jail at tho City of Vio 
toria, with or without hard labor, for any 
period not exceeding six calendar months, un- 
loss the said penalty and oosU be sooner paid, 

UO, Thia By-law may be cited as the Ross Bay 
Cemetery By-law, 1881.

There are capos, 
flohus, collets and berthas of lace, and 
those, with tho soft and smnmerlike col- 
ors of tile materials, niako tho vast as- 
sonilila;.'!' a beautiful thing to see. Tho 
parasols in nearly every case nnitchod 
the color of tho drt^ssos and wore orna- 
mented ns fxill as thoy could hold with 
puffs and gautfers of illusion, crepe 
li.sse, elulidn or lace. .Some: of tho lacu 
parasols liave the covers wrought to fit 
over the parasols smootliiy, and for such 
there are bows of narrov,- ribbon, with 
many loejis fastened to tho top and also 
to the l-.andlos. 

AniMiiL' tho loveliest of tho toilets seen 
at tile Crand Pri.x was that of the Vi- 
conitosi- clo Logiie. It was of rose col- 
ored taft'eta, with vfhito pear blossoms 
iu bunches aud their foUage as pattern. 
These flowers were natural size, and 
some decl.irod thoy wero hand painted. 
Tho skirt was made cstrenioly full and 
gathered all around at tho top. At the 
bottom was a shell trimming of white 
Valenciennes laco abont an inch and a 
half wide, exquisitely made.

For a littlo girl of ti or 7 
there was a hood of rough straw with 
plaitings of Ku.ssian laco at tho back 
and in tho front, tho latter falling well 
over the face. There was a bow of bkn; 
baby ribbon on tho top and anotluir in 
the back of tho neck above the cape ruf- 
fle of the sanio kind of lace. Thostrings 
passi'd around iho back of the ueok and 
tied in tho front. 

At tho Vernissago the costumes tire 
scon in all their beauty, and no part U 
hiddi'n, as it is in a carriage, but thoy 
are generally of a qui(>ter order.

There w'ero several barogi; drosses in 
evidonco, two woolen barege and tho 
others silk and wool. Those who have 
not .seen ouo of these robes made by the 
sidllful lingers of a French modiste niis.'^ 
seeing a thing of didicato beautj-. Those- 
barogos are almost trausparout, and yet 
they drape as riohly as silk. Some o1 
thorn are figured in small splotches ol 
cidor, in jiolka dots, jiiii points, etc., 
luiil a few have chnideil effects, and 
soiia" have cheuey flov.'er jiattern.s. All 
are beautiful. A few have cnjssbars of 
satin of tho same color, which strength- 
cm tho material, but do not add to its 
beauty. Thes(. soft barego drosses re- 
quire littlo trimming — just enough to 
finish oil' tho edges and perhaps a berthii 
or brotidlos of laco or silk. Tho most 
artistic decoration of tho now bareges is 
slurring and gauffering. This material 
has a ])ocnliar weave, which makes such 
gathers si>t up so well in view that it 
becomes ornamental when well done. 

I wi.shed to mention tho great popu- 
larity of fine black woolen dresses for 
street wear by women who like to be 
classed as elegant rather than showy 
dressers. Th(> lino I'amel's hair, the silk 
warp henrietta. tho suporbeudora (doth, 
are all oven handsomer than silk and 
.set the stamp tjf true taste upon tho 
wearer. These drosses require little 
garniture, save such as would bO put 
upon any corsage. Tho bourdon 
is a very suitable trimming for th(>si; 
goods. I'lack and dark colored sill;s in 
rather light weight ai'o being linisliod 
in many liouses now for early fall. Many 
are draped with what they call Greek 
net, which has a large coarse niosli and 
is very showy, and it Wears well too. 
ilauy dro.s.ses have full, drooping vests 
of this net, aud others have tho upper 
sleeves made of it; also festooned flounces

of fine, glossy black nioliair havi; been 
seen. They fly open iu tho front to sliow 
a lining of rich white satin. The enor- 
mous revors are covered with whiti^ 
guipure, and a row of guipure insertion 
is carried all around the full skirt. The 
•sleeves aro-simply enormous gigot, but 
the wholi^ jacket is very slylish. 

Among the minor matters, which still 
have their places, I may .speak of tho 
novelty of having a fitted waist lining 
of whatever kind or color suits, and 
over this is draped in the flufliest of 
pull's chiffiiu in white or colors. .-^ilk 
should bo tho lining.

Force Put On to Operate the 

Jllnes, 

Rosi.Y.N-, A'Jg :!.— The NorUiern Pioifio 
Coal Company opened their otlioo yesterday 
tor signatures to oontraots to to work, 
and 100 men signed, i!.mons the number 
some fifteen or twenty oolor'jd miners from 
Frauklia and Briti.aK Cohjinliia. Tho men 
were instracted to report for work on Mon- 
day. TMa company has blacklisted but few 
of tho local miners, these being the leaders 
and otfiera who exhibited the most antagon- 
istic spirit toward the interests of tho com- 
pany. Organicsec Norton reports a failure 
to tnttirest the miners on the west side to 
tho extent <SS going out, and thia had a 
dampening Inflnenoe on tho fseliogs of the 
local miners. It ia believed that tho major- 
ity of the men in the oamp will have signed 
the contract within the next few days, trro- 
speotivo of union restrictions. It is be- 
lieved tho diffionlty might have been ar- 
ranged but for the Interpogition of a few 
hotheads and irrcconoileablea, who would 
accept no compromiso. 

On Tuesday afternoon tho miners' union 
hold a meeting and by vote agreed to return 
to work provided tbo coal company would 
accept them as » body. A oommitteo wait- 
ed upon tho local manugomont and an- 
nounced their action, but was informed that 
the company would give work only to those 
whom they chose. The rejiort waa made to 
tho union. Tho committee was tlien further 
instructed to telegroph General Manager 
Kangloy that they desired a conference. 
Mr. Kangley waa nntiliod, and in the after- 
noon a niess.-\go waa rocuivotl from him to the 
elfect that an interview would be of no avail, 
as arraiii;e»ienla hud boon perfected to se- 
ouro a new force of men, and that tho deal 
had prograsecd too far to c.uiool it. Hn fur- 
ther announced that tho'io of tho old force 
who were acceptable to tho company could 
sign ciutracta and l'o tn work at oucc. 
There are probulj'y i,")0 loc.J ininera who 
have not taken an activo pirt in tho atrike. 

In tho ovont of the company not employing 
more than loO of the minora now located 
hero it ■n ill bo necessary for '2M or 300 men 
to aeelc employment in other fields, and in 
many iustarcea their removal will work 
grout hardship. The camp has been idle for 
the past three month!>, and tho littlo savings 
of many have gone for the necessities of life 
leaving numerous fumiliea ijuite poor, if not 
ponnilea's. Some of tho minors have com 
fortuble homes, whicli represent their life's 
accuniulatiou, and the disposal of their pro- 
perty at this time can bo dene only at a 
siicrifioo. 

— Blevron out of twenty 
Franklin negro minors who started last 
night for Boslyn arrived safely. The 
ot hers dropped vB en route or did not turn 
up at Palmer when tho eleven took the 
overland for Cle-Blqm. 



HOP PROSPECTS. 

Kapld Increase of Aphis at Puyalluii-BIg 
Uaryest in California. 

Puvallui', Au£!. .') —The hop aphis ia 
rapidly increasing, and all growers are 
spraying. It is a bad time for the inseots 
to inorease, aa the foliage is so heavy as to 
prevent efiBoient spraying and burr ia already 
forming and will bo c»pablo of eholtering 
the insects in a week or ten d-ya. The 
prospect is for a light crop, al'.houj^h posei 
bly not lighter than last; year. Some 
growers report a good growth, while other 
Holds are turning yellow. The wet, cold 
spring waa unfavorable for yards upor, he;ivy 
soil ; those situated on light aandy soil aro 
doing very well. It is said that A. J 
(,>jery, of EIbi, has renewed his contract 
with Dr. Ramsey for three or five years at 
15 cents per pound, the former contract 
having expired thia spring. Mr. Query has 
succeeded in raising a good crop, and has 
manufactured his own sosp, Mr, Bowman 
has contraci ed at 12^ cents. Thtso aro o 
few figures very roaasuring amoDg so much 
thit ia discouraging. 

Sacramknto. Aug. 3 —Tho first bale of 
thei new criip of California hops was shipped 
from here for New Vork to day. The indi 
citiuns are for a big harvest of hops of 
excellent quality.

CiiicAiJO, Aug. ,3. — The following ppecial 
cablegram has been received by the Chicago 
Herald ; 

Tromsoe, Norway, Aug. 2. — Capt. Emil 
Patterson, Kngineer L. W. Wilahip, H. 
Westfall, moontalneer, cook, and one sailor 
of the Chicago Herald polar expedition, 
whioh left this port on May 1, on the .steam- 
ship Rsgnavald Jarl, under the command of 
Walter Wellman, have arrived here on a 
whaler. They bring information of the losa 
of tho Ragnavald jarl on Moy 24 Soon 
after leaving Dane's island tho boat encoun- 
tered a great mass of pack ice, and doapito 
every cllort to escape the vessel was hemmed 
iu and ciuahed to pieces. Tho crew had 
time to transfer the i^reater part of tho pro 
visions, scientific instruments, doga and 
aluminum boats to the ice bcforo tho boat 
was destroyed, The men utio arrived hero 
to-doy left the parly after the accident, but 
Commander Wellman and ttie balance of the 
party, undaunted by the los.t of their boot, 
resolutely ant out in f(iarc:h of th.o polo.
